FIRST REPORT EXAGGERATED. 


The ittoney Loss "VV111 Tie Greater Tlum Es- 


tlmutcd and Will Prubalily Itoac.lt Two 
Million Ilollura—Tho I'lioa Aru fctlll 
Burning. 
DDLUTU, June 20.—The first accurate 


iijws ot the fires in the Mesa.ba range 
has jtiet b&en received here. The only 
communication with the range towns 
was over a single wire working badly. 
Press dispatches filed by tho special cor- 
respondents who were sent with the 
first relief did not arrive until late, .ind 
then only a little, in advance of the 
newspaper men. 


Accurate news shows the usual ex- 


aggeration in the first report, but the 
money loss will be greater than at first 
estimated. The first stories regarding 
Montana Iron and Biwabik were un- 
true. At Biwabik only a few detached 
buildings were burned, and at Moun- 
tain Iron only six buildings. 
At Virginia the situation is as serious 


as reported. The entire business por- 
tion of the town is destroyed. About 
30 houses are standing, and 840 vrere 
burned. 


Mervitt is nearly wiped out, only 10 
buildings now remaining in the town 
It waa impossible to reach Merritt as 
the woodb are still burning all about 
the village. 


The situation of the sufferers at Vir- 


ginia 
is 
particularly 
unfortunate.

ALBANY, June 
20.—"While Joseph 


Keafach was alone in bis jewelry store, 
three men entered and asked to see 
some diamonds. He showed the sup- 
posed buyers gems valued at &2.r>00.

to be set in a solution of hellebore (a 
pound to 10 gallons oi1 water) or paris 
green (an ounce to eight gallons of 
water), digging ont worms by hand 
where plimla have been out by them. 


An effective method of saving a crop 


from the ravages of cutwormsi is by 
poisoning them before the plants are eel, 
or a crop like corn comes up. To do this 
grass, clovor, cabbage or tnrnip leaves 
are dipped in paris green water and scat- 
tered in small handfuls over the garden 
or field. A stono or piece of wood laid 
on it will keep tho poisoned trp.p from 
drying out or Wowing away. The green 
shift may bo moistened and poisoned 
plaster or flour dusted over it. Of course 
poultry and animals that will bo injured 
by eating Hie poisoned greens must be 
kept out of the field. 


Kerosene emulsion has been success- 


fully tried by tho department of agricul- 
ture for destroying root, eating grubs in 
grass grounds and would, it ia uelieved, 
prove as effective in killing cutworms 
under similar circumstances. The places 
effected were thoroughly drenched with 
an emulsion of kerosene diluted in tho 
proportion of 1 to 10 and the ground 
then well watered. For this emulsion 
dissolve a quarter pound liard soap 'n 
two quarts boiling water, add one pint 
of kerogeno and clrarn violently until 
the emulsion "comes." Add to this two 
gallons of water. Before sprinkling the 
sod diltito as above.

their diet, aud they never suffer with 
any uncertainty in their underpinning; 
<m tho other hand, thousands of chickens 
are raised that have all tho iron they can 
fitand in their food and yet miffcr with 
weakness of tho legs. 


"Tho fact is, no amount of boncineal, 


rnsty nails, Douglass mixture or any 
other supposed bouo producer will pre- 
vent leg weakness. 
Tho latter never 


appears in broods that havo natural 
range and intelligent care, but is only 
found among cliickcns artificially raisrd 
and kept in hot, dry brooders and on 
dry floors. The oil in tho lugs dries ont, 
which 13 tho cause of tho tronblo, al- 
though heavy feeding plays an impor- 
tant part in the proceeding. If chickens 
found suffering with lo • weakness uro 
removed from the hot, dry surionndmgs 
nnd placed n few dn\ s on mother earth 
it ig astonishing bow quick they ivcove:

Cutworms arc the larva) of the owlet 


moths and have the habit of hiding just 
under the surface of the ground during 
tho day and feeding on the roots, stems 
or loaves of plants by night. 
Tho larva 


or worm when full grown is about 1-J 
inches long, a dull red brown color, with 
fine paler atripeii running alongthe body, 
the tinder side of the body being of a 
pale greenish yellow. 
The moth has 


dark foro wings, with a blnish tinge on 
the front border and with a dark brown 
lance shaped mark running from the 
posterior portion of the kidney shaped 
spot in the middle of tho wing; hind 
wings white and seinitrauspnrent.

The natural enemies of cutworms are

Thero is probably as much plaster-used 


now as ever, but the common nse of it 
aud familiarity with it makes ifc less 
talked about. There ore several popular 
errors in regard to land plaster that 
ought to be corrected, says Rural New 
Yorker, authority for tho following: 
First, there is no vegetable, or organic 
matter in it. It is uolely mineral and 
contains ffii per cent of lime, -10J of sul- 
phuric acid and ill of water loosely com- 
bined as water of crystallization. 


It is of ten said that plaster takes water 


from the air and thus supplies tho crops 
in a dry time. This is not the case. 
It 


is not absorbent of water any more than 
sand is, ind the small quantity used on 
an acre, geneially less than 100 pounds, 
wotn'd be quite opposed to the possibili- 
ty that it could be of any service, even 
if it ibaorbed several times its weight oJ 
water. When plaster is heated or cal- 
cinec'i, the water contained in it is driven 
off, o.nd it is then able to combine with 
this ivater again as plaster for the nia- 
son't use, and mnko a soft stony sub- 
stance. But it costs something to burn 
the plaster, and this is never done for its 
uso for the land, or if it is it is a mis- 
take and a waste of labor. 


Third, it IMS been said that plaster 


should bo applied to the crops when the 
leaves are v>et with dew or ram, be- 
c.-uisa then ii will be dissolved and taken 
in by Urn leaves, and thus do great good 
to tho plant's. Now, it is peifectly cer- 
tain that plants do not tako any solid 
matter or even water or vapor of water, 
in the leaves; only air is thus taken in 
by them, and the truth is that the plcs- 
ter is dissolved in tiro water of the soil, 
of which 100 parts dusolvo ono of gyp- 
sum, and is then taken in by tho roots, 
aud thus its effect is oitcu perceived in 
tbo darker green color ofthe leaves, 2-1 
hours niti-r the application of it. 


Another reason why plaster may not 


bo so mm h used now id that superphos- 
phate' of limo has a. Urge proportion of 
sulphate of lime in it, and this is pre- 
(•iifly thu sama as the plaster, which is 
imtiiT.il sulphate ol lime. South Caro- 
lina lock 13 11 phosphate of limo mixed 
with carbonate- in the form of shells and 
is only .slowly soluble m the soil. But ifc 
is more soluble when it is finely ground, 
in which state it is called "floats," and 
is tlirn cheaper than when it is dissolved 
by acid as .superphosphate, nucl if a lar^o 
quantity—as nuic-li as a tun lot ho acre— 
istisn.il it has In™ funnel usi-fnl aud a 
pc-rniiinc'iit hi-udit to tlio land. Being 
insoluble?, it is not of any apparent be.n- 
cfit when used in small quantities.

Tho Oil Well Supply Company Fails 


For a Million, 


Aud a Biaoeiver Appointed for the Con- 


cern— Business Uninterrupted. 


The Oil Well Supply Company, one if 


he largest concerns of its kind in the 
world, went into the hands of a receiver 
yesterday afternoon. 


The corporation io capitalized at $1,500,- 


)00, and its assets aggregate $2,500,000. 
Che total indebtedness is placed at $1,100,- 
000, The principal offices and iron and 
)ipe mill of the company are located in 
Pittsburg. 
They 
also have foundries, 


shops and offices in Bradford, Pa,, Lima 
and other towns, and employ 1,500 clerks 
aud operators. 


The proceedings for the appointment of 
i receiver were taken before Judge Buffing- 
ion, in the TJ, S. Court at Pittsburi}. 
The 


jilt presented was in behalf of Edward H. 
2ole and E. Parke Coby, both of Brooklyn, 
N. Y, The former is a stockholder to the 
nmount of $350,000, and the latter is a 
creditor. The bill stated that the company 
owed over $800,000, the greater part ol 
which was in promissory notes and. indorse- 
ments, aud that it was utterly unable to 
meet its indebtedness, as it will shortly and 
from time to time mature. If the business 
and factories s.ro kept together and 
con- 


tinued,

beneficial to all interested stockholders aud 
creditors. In conclusion it was asked that 
the company be required to answer that it 
be decreed insolvent and a. receiver ap- 
pointed to take full charge and carry on 
the business and enjoin creditors from in- 
terfering. 
The company admitted the 


truth of the allegations, and John Eaton 
was appointed receiver. 
Mr, Eaton was 


President of the concern. 


In a statement the company says: 
"Our assets are largely in excess of liabil- 


ities. On January 1 (he quick assets, viz, 
cash bills receivable and book accounts, 
with about half the merchandise, were 
enough to pay liabilities. There has been 
no material change in the proportions since. 
We feel confident, therefore, in saying, we 
can pay all liabilites with -interest, and 
have large properties left. We expect to 
ask an eilension from our creditors, agree- 
ing to make monthly payments, commenc- 
ing ^soon after consent is obtained, and pay 
all in the shortest lime possible." 


The Lima office is still open and up 
I 


this afternoon no word had been receive* 
to close the establishment. From this it is 
supposed that the business will he con- 
ducted as formerly, only with the receive!

Helping Out n Modlcul Authority.. 


A medical authority saye that in view 


of a threatening plague people cannot 
be too careful in the selection of tho ice 
they use, as all sorts of disease may bo 
communicated by this medium, but no 
directions governing the selection of ice 
are given. In order that the public wel- 
fare may be conserved wo present a few 
general rules for the guidance of ice 
purchasers. 


The best ice is always cold, and some- 


times a slight moisture may be observed 
upon the surface. It is devoid of smell 
and will melt -when exposed to a tem- 
perature of 110 degrees P. Ice made 
of water is most desirable. It should 
bo transparent, or nearly so, and should 
break into fragments when given a 
a sharp blow. Tough ice that will not 
break is generally adulter: M. 
Avoid 


soft ice or ice that has beei-vrabjected to 
excessive heat while under process of 
manufacture. 


It sometimes presents a fine appear- 


ance, but is uuhealthful. Ice more than 
three days old should not bo purchased, 
as it is liable to turn sour on your hands 
and will havo to be thrown away. After 
having melted, ice loses many of its vir- 
tues and should not bo used. It should 
always be kept in a cool place and at a 
distance from gas fixtures to avoid ex- 
plosions.—Washington News.
